by more than 1,920 per cent. For to- 
bacco in its various forms we paid 
more than we have paid for higher 
education since the foundlns of Har- 
vard College In Massachusetts and 
William and Mary in Virfinia."

The James Brothers of the Seas. 
"Two of the most daring and In- 
genious of these were the Barbarossa 
brothers. 'Red Beard* terrorised the 
Mediterranean world from Constanti- 
nople to the PiUars of Hercules. The 
excellent hartMra and the island hid^ 
ing places mada It poasible for him to 
defy the fleets of England, Italy, 
Spain and Holland, to levy tribute on 
ail the vessels that passed over the 
highway, to capture the richly laden 
Papal galleys bound for Rome in Mos- 
lem defiance of Christendom and 
chain the Christians to their oars. In 
1510, at that time notorious and im- 
mensely wealthy, he changed the base 
of his operatleos to the island of 
Jerba, off the coast of Tnnfs, whara 
the Fates ceased to smile so kindly 
upon him. After many hard-fought 
battles and vicissitudes of fortune he 
fell before the forces of CSiaries V 
of Spain near Tremtean on African 
soil. He had actually escaped, but 
upon learning that his faithful fol- 
lowers were close pressed he returned 
to die with them. Ttie career of bis 
brother Kheyr-er^In is scarcely leas 
romantic. 

"Piracy on the American coast 
among the French and Spuiii.-jh naviga- 
tors began before the days of the Eng- 
liah colonists. Queen Kllsabeth Is said 
to have covertly countenaced as well 
as helped expeditions by buccaneers, 
and In the West Indies the trade re- 
strictions placed by the various moth- 
er cwm tries led to acceptance by maay 
Island governors of wares brooi^t 
by navigators whom they knew to be 
free-booters and whose methads ttey 
could not afford to question.

"Perhaps the most unscrupulous and 
wily of the perverted sea kings was 
Henry Morgan of the Carihbees. He 
waa a magnate, an indomitable ruler, 
a cnfty a tfat aglBt , aad a easMMaisr 
of genius as well as a pirate par ex- 
cellence. In fact he flirted with one 
danger after the other always to come 
out on top. He marched into Puerto 
PriMipe in Ike hsart eC Oilha and 
took It despite erery resistance. He 
outwitted with uncanny cunning the 



of the strongest cities near iSe * 
Ibbean shores and the storehoose for 

the riches which had been brought 

by Spanish galleons and mule packs 
from the interi»r. He «»caped with 

an inestimable amount of gold and 
jewels, ingeniously employing a fire- 
ship against the Spanish to accom- 
plish his escape when he was bottled 
up in Maracalbo lake. Finally he 
took and sacked the city of Panama. 
Then leaving his companions in the 
lurch, he slipped away at night with 
all the booty to Jamaica, ingratiated 
himself with the governor, and was 
clever enough to get himself Into the 
gra( es of tlie English king who knight- 
ed him and made him lieutenant gov- 
ernor of .Jamaica for his loof ex< 
perience at that ccriony.* 

'^n our boyhood, stories of Captain 
Kid were frequent. The subject of 
the narratives was really a respectable 
sailor in the merchant service with 
a wife and family in New York when 
he was commissioned by the English 
king in 1690 with power to seize and 
desrroy off the Ameri(;an coast all 
pirate ships. Having been given .ships 
and crews to accomplish the purpose, 
be gayly set sail across the Atlantic, 
around the Cape of Good Hope to 
Ma'lagascjir and the Red sea to ravage 
East ln<iia waters and convert to liis 

own uses bis captures. Then he hied 
himself, so the stvy goes, to West 

Indian waters and buried his super- 
fluous treasures before he finally went 
to Boston where he was eaptur<^d. sent 
to England for trial, was executed and 
his body left to daagia hi Ike wind 
for years as a waning to aaUoca."
